Anecdote  of  the  late  King  of  PRUSSIA. 

1  1  IS  Majefty  ever  anxious  to  keep 
1  I  good  order  among  his  troops,  ujed 
frequently  to  difptiije  kimjelf,  and  vifit 
their  nightly  halt  its  to  ee  their  hehavi- 
our  in  their  jolly  hours:  in  one  of  theje 
rambles  he  happened  to  come  mtht  com/a- 
ny of  Huffars,  and  feeing  one. of  them 
buft.y  employed  in  fbaping  a  bit  of  wood 
like ajword,  be  asked  him  what  uje  that 
was  for,  the  II  ; (jar  anjwered  him,  that 
as  he  feemed  to  be  a  hearty  fellow,  (the 
King  having  treated  them,  he  would  tell 
him,  but  begged  him  to  keep  it  afecret; 
he  then  told  the  King  that  he  had  left  the 
blade  of  his Jword  in  pledge  for  an  ale- 
houje  jcore,  and  the  bit  of  wood  he  was 
cutting  would Jerve  injlead  of  the  fled 
btaue,  after  he  had  painted  and  faflened 
the  hilt  to  it,  till  he  could  raije  the  mo  iey 
to  redeem  it ;  the  King  premijed  he  would 
vot  reveal  it,  and  after  taking  particular 
notice  of  the  man,  left  them.  The  next 
day  the  King  ordered  his  troops  to  be 
reviewed,  and  going  down  the  ranks  he 
objerved  the  HujJ'ar  :  he  then  ordered  the 
Provojl  to  bring  u;  a  dejei'.er ;  the  mm 
was  brought,  the  King  told  him  that  in 
order  to  jlrike  an  example  in  the  rejl  of 
the  Joldiers,  he  wouid  punifb  him  with 
death,  and  that  he  fbould  prepare  to  meet 
his  fate  injlantiy:  he  then  ordered  the 
JIujfur  to  be  his  executioner,  by  cutting 
off  ' his  head  ;  the  Ha  far  begged  his  Ma 
jejly  te  permit  him  to  join  in  prayers  with 
the  criminal,  which  the  King  granted  - 
he  then  knelt,  and  lifting  up  his  hands 
and  turning  his  eyes  up  to  Heaven,  he 
Jaid  with  Jeemingly  fervency,  "  Father 
of  mercies  behold  a  poor  wretch  command- 
ed by  his  fovereign  to  kilt  his  fellow 
ct enure;  grant,  I  befeech  thee,  when 
I  lift  up  r.-iy  hand  to  do  the  deed,  that  my 
fword  may  turn  to  wood,  tojave  vie  from 
being  amurderer,**--  auddrawing  it  with 
great  resolution,  he  aimed  a  blow  at  the 
joldiers  neck;  and  to  the  gif.it  ajhnifb- 
me<:t  of  mofl  prejeni,  it  wai  a  wooden  one. 
The  King  .then  par  do  ted  the  foldier, 
told  the  Hit  (jar  he  was  a  clever  fellow, 
and  promoted  him  to  (he  rank  ofar.OJfi-

7veP'1  the  Little  is  now  convinced 
that  acontejl  w'th  the  Turks  isnopue 
rile  object.  He  miy  confole  h'mj'eifin 
exhibiting  note  military  magnificence 
in  times  of  peace:  but  when  the  rough 
founds  of  the  trumpet  aroufe  to  war, 
his  gltry  is  totally  eclipfed,  and  the 
hrillianjcy  andaCutenefs  of  his  mi  id  are 
loft  in  the  vain  parade  a'td  mock  atchiev- 
mtnts  of  a  pUppet-fliow.  We  hear  of 
his  marches  and  cou  itermarches:  but 
when  his  troops  come  to  the  real  Jcene 
oj  aShon  they  areftrippfd  by  their  un- 
civilized opponents  of  the  laurels  with 
which  they  had  the  prefumption  to  adorn 
their  brows,  and  to  appear  wonderful- 
ly formidable  to  the  enemv.  The  an 
cient  Germans  were  famed  in  the  field 
of  Mars;  but  the'r  timid  dependents 
di(J:o  ;or  the  at! ions  of  their  anceftors 
This  melancholy  alteration  cannot  arife 
from  a  degeneracy  of  the  f pedes,  tile Ji- 
news  of  the  prefe  t  race  being  as  well 
invigorated  as  thofe  of  former  periods.
